It will not be long until E. V. Debs 
ill be condemned almost unanimously 
)y those who are now following him 
le will be condemned because he has 
made the greatest blunder any labor 
eader has ever made, and he must fail 
The greatest calamity that could befal 
abor would be success along the line 
Debs has marked out, and on the con 
trary the best thing that can happen 
abor will be the failure that surel) 
will be the result of the Debs strike. 


His first blunder consists in the con 


ception of organizing all railroad em 
ployes under one broad union, which in 
volves the 'destruction of all other dis 
tinctive railway unions that have proven 
advantageous to those who belonged 
them. An organization, such as Deb 
has been forming, could have no othe 
purpose than to 
put the traffic o 


the 
country 
to 
tribute 
to on 


man—a dictator 
Such an organizatio 


would trample under foot the rights 
the people and jopoardize the function 
of both state and national government 
It would be an organization that eoone 
or later must covne in conflict with stat 
and national law and in that e\cnt th 
question would have to be determine 
whether the state and the nationa 
government could enforce their laws 
whether the organization could preven 
them from doing so. Such an organiza 
tion whether of labonngmen, professiona 
men or capitalists, could not be permit 
ted to exist 
Suppose the doctori 


surgeons and druggists of the countr 
were to combine, and place themselvei 
by obligation, in the hands of a sing] 
man or committee, and upon their orde 
were all to cease to minister to the neec 
of the sick of tho whole country, woul 
anybody long endorse such a procedure 
Suppose all the railroad managers in th 
United States were to organize in on 
bod} and commit to one person th 
power to say when the cars should 
and directing they should not run, coul 
such a state of things be permitte 
to exist? Either the government wouJ 
have to surrender its power or such a 
organization would have to be aban 
doned. 


The second mistake Mr. Dobs ha 


made is in ordering tho holding up 
the entiie hade of the country on th 
pretext of sympathy for a few strikin 
employes at Pullman. The sympathet 
strike on such « scale must fail. It can 
not be permitted by the government 
succeed. Such a strike precludes th

The Storm Center Shifts to Hammond, 


Incl. 


CHICAGO, July 8.—The storm center 


to-day was at 'Hammond, an Indiana 
suburb of the city. Here a mob of 
nearly 3,000 was in possession and no 
troops in sight. They sacked the 
Western Union telegraph office; over- 
turned freight cars, and committed all 
sorts of depredations. Five railroad 
employes were wounded at the hands 
of the mob, one fatally. 
The out-bound bunday passenger 


train from Chicago on the Monon rail- 
way was brought to a halt by the mob. 
The engineer and fireman were made 
to dismount, and the locomotive was 
quickly "killed" by opening a valve 
and allowing all the water to run out 
of the boiler. 
The active leaders of the mob were 


not local strikers, or known to the 
Hammond people. Under their leader- 
ship, however, the town was terrorized 
throughout the night, and railway 
traffic paralyzed 


Boldly operating right in the center 


of town, the mob had 
everything 


nearly its- own way.. The worst trouble

with the Intention to xubjugate the working 
people to the will of arrogant monopolies did 
they make any effort to stay their oppressor*. 


The Pullman ntrlkc was not declared until 


the employes of tie Pullman company were 
driven to the verge of starvation tbeir en- 
treaties spurned with contempt, and their 
crievances denied a hearing. No^refasal to 
handle Pullman cars was declared by aiw^Vall- 
way employ e until all propositions jtfoklng to- 
warclR arbitration and conciliation were re- 
jected by the Pullman ooropaijfy. Notwtth- 
fttandlng the facts net forth alwjv* which were 
known to the public and the rrfatlonul authori- 
ties, you have seen fit underthe guise of pro- 
tecting the malls and feflferal property to in- 
voke the service of thy United States army, 
whose very presence is osed to coerce and in- 
timidate peaceable working -people Into a 
humiliating obedient to the win of their op- 
pressors

Bv your acts In/so lar as TOU have sup- 
planted civil »ni/«tKe authorities with the 
federal milliard power, the "Spirit of unrest 
and distrust tra so far been augmented that a 
deep-seated Jon v let ton is fast becoming prev- 
alent that thfe government Ifl soon to be de- 
iJajHte •*Bf*m'«Itarv deipotlsm. Tbe transmls- 
mon of the United States matte is not Inter- 
rupted by ihe striking employes* of any rail- 
way company, but by tho railway companies 
themselves, who refuse to haul the mails on 
trains to which Pullman cars were not at- 
tached 
If it is » criminal interference 


with the United States mails for tbe em- 
ployes of railway company to detach from a 
mail train a Pullman palace oar contrary to 
tbe will of the company, then ft holds true 
that it is the same criminal interference when- 
ever a Pullman palace car in detached from a 
mail train in accordance with the will of a rail- 
way company, while said mat! train is in 
transit The line of criminally in such case 
should not be drawn at the willingness or un- 
willingness of railway employes but at the act 
itself, and. Inasmuch as it has been the com- 
mon practice of railway corporations to attach 
and detach from mall trains Pullman palace

seem more In consonance with the spirit of 
democratic government if federal authontv was 
exercised in defence of the rights of the toil-

tween the corporations and the people, the 
strong arm of the military power has been em-

Now, sir, we pledge to you the power of our 
respective organizations individually and col- 
lectively for the maintenance of peace and 
good order, and the preservation of life and 
property, and will aid in the arrest and pun- 
ishment of all violators of the civil and crimi-

In the present contest between labor and 


railway corporations we Miall use every peneo-

Any mob 5s danger- 
ova. Yon can find a crowd-of people 
assembled through curiosity to look 
upon some sight. Home littie thing 
will start a crowd, some trivial, unim- 
portant matter, and perhaps before a 
^realisation of the act itself or the con- 
«eqttenoc there is a riot. Innocent peo- 
yle have probably gathered together as 
gpeetAtoic and jammed In the crowd are 
ia no wise to blame for the trouble 
eaaning or ^° no manner interested be- 
yosd beinj; spectators. Yet with a 
rusk comes the riotous demonstration, 


nTri even disinterested and indifferent 
bgrpteiMtars are suddenly aroused by 
tbat terrible power of a mob and fran- 
tically |MrUcii»te in whatever b done. 
I cannot oay tSbat tbe striker* am to 
blame in this matter—to fact, I am con- 
fident that they were in no wise to 
«tijrators ot the trouble, 


"Ko,I do BO* tfctek that I or my as-1 


«*«tet«8 aw responsible. Corporate 
povwr and the unwtae action of the 
gynmamt are soUly responsible, and 


this will certainly be borne out by the 
facts. 


"In regard to the reports that I am 


to be arrested I have nothing to say. li 
I have in any way violated a municipal, 
state or federal law, I am willing to 
stand the consequence and take my 
medicine. I am snxe I have done noth- 
ing in-violation of the law. 
No, I will 


not go to jail if arrested upon a baila- 
ble charge. I can tell you this: I can 
furnish two million dollars bail in two 
minutes if necessary. I have engaged 
a lawyer on the strength of the reports 
of impending arrest, and will fight Ihe 
matter to the end. 


THE MOB AT SPRING VALLEY. 


Further Depredation* by Anarchistic For- 


eigners Fired by Fren Whlakjr. 


SPBIXG TALJ.RY, 111., July 7.—Em- 


boldened by being, uninterrupted in 
their looting expedition last night, the 
vicious mob of foreign anarchists 
committed more depredations yester- 
day, and being filled up with the beer 
and whisky that saloonkeepers have 
given them in response to their de- 
mands and their threats they are to- 
night in a condition to do any act of 
violence. 
Since early morning the 


mob of 1,000 men and women has 
surged to and fro on the streets and 
terrorized the citizens. 


This afternoon the mob went to Sam- 


uel Hosier's butcher shop and de- 
manded meat. The proprietor refused, 
a'nd then the mob rushed in, beat the 
men in charge, compelled them to cut 
up the meat and then helped them- 
selves until all the stock was gone. 
The mob then turned its attention to 
grocery stores, and at several they 
were given provisions. Those who re- 
fubed to give goods to the mob were 
threatened with looting, and it is 
probable that the next twenty-four 
hours will see the destruction of these 
stores. 


It is reported that 200 nen from this 


place are on the way to Ladd. a little 
mining town four miles distant, to 
loot the coal company's store at that 
place. 
The mob has been having 


things its own way for months past. 
It is composed of avowed anarchists, 
Italians, Poles, Belgians and Hunga- 
rians. The authorities seem powerless 
to check the career of recklessness and 
many people have gene to LaSalle to- 
night in terror of their lives. Many 
of the rioters are drunk and the wors< 
is feared.

President Cleveland Issues a 


Warning to Innocent Bystanders 


TO REMAfflPMCEiBiYBftHElR BOIES 


And ^hus Avoid Dangers Incident to 


the Suppression of Mob Rule by 


Soldier* of the United 


States Army. 


WASHINGTON, July o —At a late hour 


last night President Cleveland issued 
the following proclamation: 


WHERIAS By reason of unlawful obstruc- 


tion*-, combinations, and assemblages of per- 
sons, Ic has become Impracticable In the 
judgment of the president, to enforce, by the 
ordinary course at judicial proceedings, the 
laws of the United States within the state at 
Illihoi.H and especially within the oity of Chi- 
cago within said state, and 


WHEREAS For the purpose of enforcing the 


faithful execution of the laws of the United 
States and protecting- its property and remov- 
inKobstiuaions to the United States malls In 
the st-up md city aforesaid, the president has 
here employe-1 ii- part of the military forces of 
the United States 


Now.thercfoie, I C5rover Cleveland, presi- 


dent of the United States, do hereby admonish 
all good citizens and all persons attainstaiding, 
countenancing encoui aiflig or taking any part 
in buch unlawful obstructions, combinations 
and assemblages, and I hereby warn all per- 
sons ens-aired In, or In any way connected with 
such unlawful obstructions, combinations and 
assemblages to disperse and retire peaceably 
to their respective abodes on or before 13 
o'clock noon on the 9th day of Julv 


Tnose who disregard this warnintt and per- 
sist in taking part with a riotous mot» In for- 
olbly resistinc and obs ructing the execution ot 
the laws of the United States, or with inter- 
fering with the functions of the government, 
or destroying or attempting to desti ov the 
property belonging to the United States or nn- 
3er its portection, cannot bo regarded other- 
wise than as \>ublio enemies Troops em- 
ployed against such a riotous mob will act 
with all the moderation and forebearance 
aoaeistent yrith the accomplishment of the de- 
sired end, but the stern necessities that 
confront them will not certainly permit dis- 
crimination against sullty participants and 
those who are mingled wJih them from curios- 
ity and without criminal intent The only 
safe course, therefore for those not actually 
unlawfully participating is to abide at their 
homes, or at least not to bo found In the neigh- 
borhood of riotous assemblages 


While there will be no hesitation or vacilla- 


tion In the treatment of the guilty, this warn- 
ing Is especially intended to protect and save 
the innocent.
